The Arts of both thefe Faétions were 
chiely bent to ruin the Lord Treafurer ; and tho’ 
they were far from attaining their Purpofe, his Up- 
rightnefs being fuch that they could fix nothing but 
their own invented Calumnies upon him, yet by De- 
grees they fo four’d this Statefman’s Temper, that he 
w weary of Bufinefs, and was defirous of diveſting 
—* is Places, and the Spleen of his Enemics 
together. ‘The Earl of Leicefter ftood at the Head of 
thee, in the Treafurer’s Opinion. No Man had lo 
an Intereft with the Cpeen, nor had any Lord 
tand numerous a Party ; yet the Lord T'rea- 

furer boldly fed his Propofitions at the Cotncil- 
Table, took Pains to explain, and fer them in their 
true Light, and to open the Queen's Eyes to her 
own Intere, when it did not co-incide with that of 
the Favourite.

Angel, dec'ared Governor and Captain-Genera! of 
the United Provinces, and vetied with almoft Abfo- 
luce Power. But as he was now removed from the 
Royal Prefence, the Treaforer found ir leis difficult 
to give the * a juſt Proſpect of Things. He 
fhewed her, that her Wifdom in refofing to reccive 
the Inhabitants of the Provinces for her Subjects, 
would fignily nothing, if fhe permitted them, under 
Colour of Gratitude, to veft her Lieutenant with 
Sovereign Authority: A Step big with equal Incon- 
veniencies, and yer fat lefs honourable than if the 
had taken it to herfelt. Her Majefty, roufed ftom 
that Lethargy into which the artfui Flatreries of 
Leicefter had thrown her, wrote to the States, and 
to him, in very fevere Terms; making Ulfe, amongſt 
others of a like Naturé, of thefe Expreflions in the 
Letter laſt mentioned: * We litle thought chat 
* one whom we had raifed out of the Duft, and pro- 
* fecuted with fuch fingular Favour above all others, 
* would with fo great Contempt ‘have flighted and 
* broken our Commands, in a Matter of fo great 
* Confiquence. The States exculed chemfelves, by 
referring all, with mighty Deference, to the Queen. 
As for the Earl, his profound, or rather fervile, Sub- 
miffions, precured him not only a Remiffion of his 
Offence, but a Reftoration to Favour. However, 
his own Il] Conduét rendring him unfortunate in 
War, and giving the States to apprehend that at 
the Bottom he fought to be a Sovercign in earneft, 
reduced him to a Neceffity of retiring out of that 
Country, and to return home ; where, cho’ he reco-: 
vered the Quzen's good Graces, yet never his Repu- 
tation ; having ti:l tuen been thought a confummate 
Statefman and a great General: Whereas in this 
Tranfaction he attorded no great Sign of his being 
either. 

Iw the Year 1586 fell out the Death of the Queen 
of Scots. That unhappy Princefs had been driven 
almoft to Defpair, by an Affociatién contrived by 
Leicefier. The Spanijb Party were glad to have her 
out of their Way; the French King, tho’ nearly 
related to her, fought her Deftruction : She hertelf 
was of a warm Temper, and the Ulage flic had met 
with, might have warmed her, if the had been of a 
colder Difpofition. All together concurr’d to engage 
her in fome dark Scenes, which others have never 
underftood, and, perhaps, fhe underftood lefs than 
any Body elfe. A Commiffion under the Great Seal, 
diteéted to the Piime Nobility of the Kingdom, 
was iflued, in Order to bring her toa Trial, which 
was open'd in Fotheringhay Caftle, on the 11th of 
Ofober. Tire Chancellor Hatton prevailed upon her 
to plead, which if the had not done, Elizabeth wauld 
certainly have been embarafled. She expreffed fome 
Refentment againft the Lord Treafurer, calling him 
her Adverfary ; to which that Lord anfwered, that 
he was the Adverfary of all the Queen's Enemics. 
However, in the Courfe of that Bufinefs he behaved 
in fuch a Manner, that Mary came to have a better 
—* of him, and conferred with him, and three 
other of the Commiffioners apart. The Court then 
adjourned to the zgth of OMober, is the Star Cham- 
ber, at which Time Sentence was pronounced — 
her ; but by the Treafurer’s Care, that it fhould not 
derogate from the King of Scotland her Son, or any 
Way impeach his Title to the Crown of England 
In the Seffions of Parliament foon after, the Queen 
was addreffed by both Houfes, to put her 22 
to Death; which at that Time the declined wit 
much Art. How the afterwards proceeded to take 
that Step, is fo well fer forch by Rapin, and other 
Hiftorians, that there is no Neceffity for my infifting 
upon it longer here. There are two Facts, how- 
ever, which T cannot pafs by. The King of France 
fent over the Prefident De Belliewre, to entreat Eli- 
zabeth to ſpare the Queen of Scots. He made one of 
the moft pathetick ions that was ever heard ; 
but we have undeniable Authority to prove, that 
Henry III. had fecretly inſtructed him to prefs the 

ueen to put her immediately to Death. On the 
cake Hand, L* Aubefpine, the Ordinary French Am- 
baffador, to fave Afary, hired a Perfon to difpatch 
Elizabeth ; which being diftovered by the Trealurer, 
might, perhaps, haflen the Queen of Scots Death. 
The King of Scots Favourite, Patrick Gray, was 
likewife fent to move Efizabetb’s Compaflion, and he 
too, afeér a-warm Publick Speech in Favour of the

Condemned Queen, privately ſaid to Elizabeth, That 
Dead, don't bite. 
THess Proceedings exafperated the Papifts, dif- 
ulted many mederate People, and encouraged foreizn 
mics to think the Congueit of Pxgland not only 
ra¢ticable but facile. To this End the King of 
Spaie fet on foot the famous Avmada; but Queen 
Elizabeth had fo exact an Account of his Defign, that 
the made all the neceſſary Preparations for a ftout 
Defence, tho’ at the fame Time fhe laboured to pive 
the King of Spaim all reafonable Sutis‘aétion by « 
Treaty ; which that Poiitick Prince fuffered to b: 
catried on, ‘till the Duke of Afedina Celi came witha 
Fleet upon her Coafts. It appears from a Paper of 
the Treafurer’s, that this Armada confitted of 130 
Ships, making together 57,860 Tons: It had on 
board 8450 Mariners, a Land Army of 19,295 Men, 
2888 Slaves, and 2630 Pieces of Brafs Cannon. The 
Queen's Fleet did not confit of quite a Hundred Ships, 
and thofe far from being large ones; bur they were 
commanded by the beft Sea Officers in the World, 
Charlies Lord Howard of Effingham, High Admiral, 
and the Vice Admirals Drake, Haevhins, and ForbiBer. 
On the Shore, befides the Guards of the Coaft, the 
seen had two compleat Armies, one encamped at 
lbury, confifting of tooo Horfe and 22,000 Foor, 
commanded by the Barl of Leicefer, The other of 
2000 Horfe and 34,000 Foot under the Lord Hunfiton, 
which attended the Qucen’s Perfon. The Sbaniards 
however were beaten at Sea, partly by the Qucen's 
Fleet, and partly by Tempetts ; fo that Philp reaped 
nothing from all his mighty Preparations, but the 
Shame of being foiled bya Woman. Whata might 
Confidence her Subyeéts had in Elizabeth and her Ad- 
miniftration, we may in fome meaiure gucfi, from the 
Conduct of the City of Londen, of whom the Queen 
in this Time of publick Calamity, defired an Aid of 
go00 Men and 15 Ships: Upon which the Citv fur- 
nifhed 10,000 Men and 30 Ships immediately. 
Tuat Queen Eliiaabeth was enabled to make fo 
— and fuccefsful a Scand, againft the utmoft 
orce the moft powerful Monarch in Evwrope could 
raife, was, under Got, owing to the Wifdon and 
Vig:lance of her Minifters, Burzhlry and Walfinghbam. 
Philip no fooner formed this Defign, than they pro- 
cured Intelligence of it. By their Endeavours the 
Storm was diverted for one Year, which gave the 
Queen Leilure to provide all Things againft the 
next. Bytheir Prudence the Fleer was well ftation'd, 
and the Troops excellently pofted, the Care of which 
Lord Burghley took upon himfelf, and fent both his 
Sons as Volunteers. By their Arts,the Priece of Parma 
was hindered in taking that Share in the Bufinefs 
which was expected from him. In fine, as there 
never was a more critical Jun¢ture than this, fo 
never did any Adminifteation manage more unexcep- 
tionably,
